Moot Points 

Dr. Dov Joseph's announce- 
ment this week about the im- 
pending de-ration of non-vital 
textiles come as something of 
@ surprise amd War seen as 
an indication that the Gov- 
ermineit wes taking the first 
steps toward encoureging pri- 
vate enterprise under the 
NEP. Few however, were im- 
pressed by the fact, repeated- 
ly stated by Dr. Joseph, that 
this abandonment of controls 
was not the result of an im- 
proverr.ent in the country’s eco- 
nomic position. On the con- 
trary, it was due to the fact 
that the Government was 
unable to provide sufficient 
quantities of certain textiles 
to ensure minimum ¢ rations 


for al] the population. Conse- : 


quently, the Government will 
continue to control the distri- 
bution of vital Items, freein 
the others to be purchased by 
those who can pay for them. 
This new policy applies not 
only to textiles, which are ex- 
pected to be partially de- 
controlled in about four weeka, 
but to many varieties of ve- 
getables, frult and fish as well 
Controls on the latter were 
Virtually abandoned immed- 
jiately after Dr. Joseph's an- 
nouncement, although the de- 
control does not officially take 
effect until Sunday. Here the 
Situation was far more pro- 
mising than with textiles, 
however, since with no im- 
ports involved, except in the 
case of fish, the free market 
incentive should show its ef- 
fects much more quickly. 
As a matter of fact, there 
were many who questioned 
the actual importance of the 
partial derationing of vegetab- 
les as long as potatoes, onions, 
tomatoes, carrots, garlic, cab- 
cage, and cauliflower are. to 
remain under control. It should 
bé remembered, howeveF, that 
the government fixed min- 
imum as well as maximum 
prices for these vegetables and

Gogol has been acclaimec 
as a great Russian patriot and 
“Taras Bulba” alone seems 
te settie this question. It is 
anti-Jewish, anti-Turkish 
anti-Polish and very wel 
written at that. Yet the same 
Gogol preferred to spend most 
of his mature years abroad. 


There are two main trends 
in Russian 19th century lite- 
rature: The rationalist and 
the mystic, and Gogol belongs 
to beth. One would look in 
vain for the harmonious and 
carefree writer in that centu- 
ry. What distinguishes most 
of them Is the relentless and 
inexorabie quest for truth. It 
brought some of them to the 
revolutionary camp and turned 
others into retigipus fanatics; 
yet they have much in com- 
mon. Modern Soviet literatare 
is an antithesis to that of the 
1@th century in more than 
one respect. A strange fatality 
haunted Russian literature in 
that period:. Pushkin and 
Lermontov were killed as 
young men in duels; Belinski 
and Koltsov died of hunger 
and >overty in their thirties: 
Griboyedoy was killed by a 
Teheran mob and Ryleyev 
hurg as a rebel.
